Tho principal material uso 1 in the 
manufacture of paper nsod in Tonkin 
is tin paper troo, which grows in abun- 
dance on tho mountains in tho environ^ 
ofSotitay. The dried bark is mtcer- 
nted and then rubbed up in mortlflj 
to as to roduxi it to aline pulp, the 
lattor bo : n^ oxtbndod with a eortain 
(itiantity of water, in order to form a 
clear piste \rliich is sized with an infu- 
sion mad. : from the shavings of tin 
gotma tree. Tho paper is manufact- 
ured shout by shoot, by moans of ileli- 
cato bauib hi screens, which the opera- 
tors alternately dip iuto the paste and 
take out therewith a thin shout of 
paper, which is deposited upon a board. 
At the end of tho day these slieeti aro 
put into a press in order to nxtrnet tlio 
moisture from them, and are than dried 
qy. placing lluin. one by ono, upon a 
hot masonry wall, after which they aro 
put up in packages and trimmed, Kaoh 
oporatlvo makes a thousand sheets a 
day. Tho thleknoss of the paper do- 
ponds on tho UOnSiStoncy of the paste,

Ten Car Loads Pass Through 
The City. 

A special train loaded with Indians 
and soldiers passed through the city at 
11 :30 o'clock Friday night. A largo 
crowd walled at tho depot from dusk 
until tho late hour at which tho train 
arrived to seo tho noble red meu. 
When the first section stopped a 
rush was made for tho platforms, but 
the soldiers kopt back the curious 
crowd and comparatively few of 
them had the pleasure of viewing tho 
Indians. A reporter, through tho 
courtesy of a good natored corporal, 
got a glinipso of one car-load. They 
were a filthy, ugly looking set, some 
of Uieui half linked. Thoy were 
piled indiscriminately on tho seals 
and lloor and takcu alltogclhor were 
a hard lot. 

Tho St. Louis Itcpublican gives 
Ibis account of them : 

"The special train bearing 383 
Chiricahtia Indians en route from tho 
San Carlos reservation, Ariz., to Eort 
Marion, I'Ta., arrived at iho Uuion 
depot at 7:30 Saturday morning, and 
for about two hours and a half prov- 
ed a |.oworfut centro of attraction 
for largo crowds of people who were 
auxious lo see Iho red man lu his 
normal condition of dirt and degrada- 
tion. There were G3 males, many of 
them considerably dilapidated, both 
as to garments and body, 175 squaws 
and 147 children of all ages, ainoiig 
which were several papooses. All 
were dirty, wretched and misorablo 
and apparently anything but ploasod 
at their condition. They were in 
charge of cighty-lwo soldiers, com- 
manded by Col. J. K. Wado of the 
Tenth cavalry and eight subordinate 
officers. 

Rations were dealt out to Hie In- 
dians hero and they wcro supplied' 
with hot coffee. They were trans- 
ferred to Iho Louisville & Nashville 
train, their baggage, which consisted 
principally of skins and old blankets, 
being carried by the squaws, and at 
10 o'clock started on their journey 
southward. Tho famous Qeroulmo 
was not with Iho parly, but is being 
taken South with sixty of his braves 
by way or Texas. 

Among the parly, however, was 
tho Indian scout, "Dutchy," who 
killed tho Mexican olllccr who killed 
Capt. Crawford of tho Doited States 
army while out scouting recently. 
There were seven chiefs In the party : 
lla-Kalh-ay, Uco, Chovo, Jose, Zill, 
Cbatlo and Blihtuary. 

The following telegram was re- 
ceived last night : 

Mr. Vr.unon, III., Sept. li).— 
[Special.]- At 2:M this afternoon the 
383 Warm Spring and Ohlrtchua 
Indians passed through this city en 
route for St. Augustine, Kla, guarded 
by United Slates troops. It was 
known that they would be transfer- 
red at this point to the L. AN. South- 
ern division coaches and a crowd of 
2,000 "pale faces" flocked to the depot. 
The public schools were dismissed 
and nearly 1,000 scholars and teacher* 
viewed the curiosities during their 
tranclor. ( The Indians were good 
humored and well behaved with a 
lew exceptions, ami not a few strings 
of beads wcro sold by the Indian 
girls lo a number of young men of 
this city. Ono old white-haired 
Indian woman was quite a curiosity. 
The only time tho Indians dolgnod lo 
smile was when they received tho 
silver for their beads."

Prsqtlfltd In Ceylon. 

The tanks near our tents in Ceylon 
aboumletl in all'gators, which came 
ashore lo bask In the sun, all their heads 
turned towards tho water except tho 
wntchcr, whoso face was turned land- 
wards. When ho gave tlie signal of 
danger there was a general stampedo 
into tho tank. Thoy wcro so numerous 
that wo did not think them worth |K>w-. 
dcr and ball, and their horny hides 
made it more trouble to kill them than 
thoy wore worth. Onoo, when wo wero 
walking home, I saw my friend, who 
was walking parallel to myself on tho 
other sido of the tank, which was about 
fifty yards broad, take a shot at an alli- 
gator right in front of him; at. instant 
afterward I beard the bnllcrashintotho 
branch ol of n tree under which I was 
walking. It hud been deflected at right 
angles from the reptile'* back, anil I 
had a narrow cxeapo in consequence. 

There is a method of catching alliga- 
tors which 1 onco saw practiced In the 
southern part of tho island, which af- 
fords some sport to thoso who aro indif- 
ferent to tho sufl'uriiig It entails. You 
take a live puppy, and strap him on to a 
raft, formed of two pieces of tough 
wood lashed in the form of a crosa. 
You sharpen all the four points of this 
cross and fasten it to a hank of twine n 
vard long; to this you attach a ropei 
You then float your puppy, who Is call- 
ing attention to his unhappy predica- 
ment by yelping loudly, on a still pool 
or backwater of tho stream, and f,o 
tho end ol, tho rope to a tree. You 
then sec that your revolver is handy, 
and, with hall a dozen or more natives, 
you sit under tho tree and watch. In a 
few moments a pair of enormous jaws 
appear above tho surface of tho water, 
the puppy disappears into the water, hut 
thoy do not close with the faculty with 
which thoy aro opened, for tho crors 
ha* struck into the brute's throat, and 
Iho strands of the hank of twine havo 
got botweon his teeth. You now luyon 
the roiio with a will, and slowly draw 
the reluctant monster to shore, while 
he lashes tho water with his tail in an 
Impotent rage. When you have got 
him on -here you keen at a respectful 
distance, and niaka ball-praclicc with 
)our revolver at his eye. If you keep 
on doing this long enough you finally 
kill him. 

The nlligators in somo of the rivers of 
Ceylon are so voracious and nnmerom 
that the native.'', who arc very fond of 
bathing, stake olf their bathing places. 
From these strong-holds you oau sufclv 
taunt an alligator, should he come anil 
|xiko his no-* between the bars, and 
UtiffVour flavor— even jobbing at it with 
a knifi. Xear tho mouth of die rivers I 
bay* had places pointed out to me by 

the natives whore they said it was safe 
lo bathe, as the water wits too salt for 
the nlligators, and too fresh for ti e 
sharks. My impression is, had I made 
the exnerffflOtll that I should have foui.d 
them both there. — Lawrence O'iphaht.

ly suspended and in a short time the 
contributlotis.of the employees had 
run Up into the thousands. 

The scientific bureaus of the Gov- 
ernment have been much exorcised 
bv the suddenly developed earthquake 
bell, and the Geological Bureau, 
specially charged with the investiga- 
tion of the subject, sent its best agents 
to examine into the changes in the 
natural formations of the land, and 
lo institute diligent inquiry into 
unusual appearances in nature for 
some time before the earthquake. 
Several of the agents have already 
returned with considerable data, and 
it is confidently expected bylheofli- 
eers of the bureau that the subject of 
earthquakes will be much better tin 
derstooil hereafter. 

The National Hanks have been 
rather Independent of late, hot they 
will And to their cost that the Nation- 
al Government will have its laws 
respected. The law requires the 
banks to submit reports of their tin 
uncial condition to the Treasury De- 
partment annually, but the failure 
lor some years part to enforce the law 
lias caused banks in different pai ls of 
the county to almost wholly ignore it 
1 ni- stale of affairs has delayed the 
work of the Comptrollers otticc and 
caused the Comptroller to make close 
scrutiny of tlio.e banks that have 
been most persistent anil llagrant in 
violating the law. As the result Ik 
decided lo line such banks at the rat 
of | loo. as provided foroy law, for 
every day's delay in making th 
report. The banks will soon lint 
themselves in trouble, and mulct 
in heavy lines if they longer delay in 
performing their duty. 

The Government is tilting up 
large space in a handsome manner in 
the National Museum for the per 
manent exhibition ol the Grant relies, 
now temporarily provided for in an 
obscure corner of the large building 
The exhibit case is being made, ant 
will consist of heavy French plate 
ulaes handsomely set in walnut and 
cherry. The watchmen have been 
instructed to keep a careful watch 
over the relics, to see that visitors 
relic hunters do no damage to the col 
lection. 

For the first time in many years 
the foliago along the streets of this 
city has been almost entirely destroy 
odtllll summer by the caterpilars 
and a peculiar worm which fester 
the trees by cart loads. On some 
streets, for many blocks, tbolreeshav 
bad all the leaven eaten off of thorn 
so that the limbs are perfectly bar 
The damage is irreparable, and 
money amounts to thousands of dol 
lars. The city authorities in the past 
leu years havo spent fabulous sums 
in setting out rare trees, and in their 
care, and have had a large corps of 
men constantly employed the year 
round; trimming thctn in the spring, 
watering them In summer in times of 
drought, repairing tbo protecting 
lioxcs lliojoar round, and bandaging 
and wrapping the younger and most 
dolicate ones in the winter to protect 
them from the severity of the weather 
With the view of checking the ad 
vance of the worms and insects the 
Kngineer Commissioner of the DIs 
I rict has ordered that the boxes 
removed from the trees and the latter 
whitewashed, but It is feared 
many that the action has been too 
long deferred, and it now looks as if 
Washington would be without her 
greatest beauty in the fall— the love- 
liness of the great variety of hues in 
the autumnal leaves. 

The Uailway I'o.tal Clerks' Asso- 
ciation met in their annual convention 
in this city the past week. The 
member of this association havo of 
late believed that the officials of the 
l'ost Office Department viewed their 
organized with suspicion, and so they 
were completely surprised when 
Second Assistant Postmaster Steven- 
son visited the convention and deliv- 
ered a spirited address, commending 
the association for its laudatory ob- 
jects, ami promising lo extend the 
protection of tiie Government to the 
association In race it was needed. 
Oilier addresses were delivered by 
prominent men, and the convention 
adjourned Wednesday night the 
members departing happy and satis- 
fied with treatment by the Govern- 
ment.

timo this peculiar method of t inning 
was not known outside of the Levant, 
and up to the middle of the last cen- 
tury all the morocco leather Mod in 
Europe was imported from there. 
Granger, who lived for so mo time in 
the Levant, succeeded in discovering 
the secret, and the accounts ho pub- 
lished, no doubt, led to tho establish- 
ment of the first morocco leather tun- 
nery in Paris in the mid 11c of the liwt 

century, from whence I he manufacture 

spread' over the different European 
couutrioi and America. Tho manu- 
facture of nmrocco leather comprises 
both the tanning ami the dyeing of the 
leather, and the more careful the first 
is done tho more beautiful the colors 
will be. The dried skins are first im- 
mersed in water (or a shlirt time, and 
after this in a bran bath, in order to ac- 
celerate their softening. After thorough 
•nftontng thay arc placed in solutions 
of lime increasing in strength from the 
first t > the last, until tho hair can bo 
removed, After depillation tho greatest 
Ciir.- must be lial to remove 
tbo skins from tho limo, as 
otherwise tho latter would ox- 
er! an extremely injurious Influence 
upon the beauty and uniformity of the 

color. After thorough rinsing the skills 
are worked seven! times upon the 
grain-side under the strotchcr or pressed 
to remove the fluid and limo. mid are 
then fulled with a constant admiasion 
of fresh water for one-haHto one boar. 
To remove the last traces of lime, the 
akins are bated with dog's, pigeon's or 
hen's diuiL' and then placed in n bran 
drench. The skins thus prepared are 
generally tanned in sumach liquor. 
This is 'dono In Germany either by 
passing fie skins under constant motion 
through baths increasing in strength, 
or (hoy arc sewed into hag form, which 
is tilled, with solution of sumach and 
placed in a vat c.mt lining weak liquor 
of sumach. In the vats, which are about 
twelve feet in diameter, the bags arc 
kept in constant agitation by a stirring 
apparatus. Generally four vats filled 
with liquor of sumach of varying 
strength are used. The bags are first 
placed in the weakest bath, where they 
remain four hours, while in tho other 
they remain only sufficiently long 
to convert tho skins into leather 
Intwenty-tour hours. The bags 
must also bo frequently untied 
and rinsed in vats tilled with de- 
coction of sumach, or with sumach and 
warm water. Tanning is then finished 
by fulling and constant agitation

HISTORICAL FINOS. 
Kxoavatloni at the Aerofwlla oi • 

.iml Their liiloreitlng Dlwloaarotk 
It is not a little enrions that while 
excavations have been made in nearly 
even part of Greooe for archaeological 
researches no examination of the 
ground immediately around ami upon 
the Acropolis of Athens iias been ma lo 
until this year. Excavations have been 
begun there which have already dis- 
closed a building belonging probably 
to the epoch of Pericles, though it» 
identity has not yet bean established, 
ami about which were discovered a 
great quantity of objects in bronze, 
marble and terra cotta. These arc gen- 
erally fragments only, some of them 
mere scraps, though there arc a few 
nearly complete figures and ono ortwo 
rnaes quite whole. There are also a 
number of inscriptions on fragments 
of columns and on ornamental slabs of 
marble. Tho whole lot looks as if ro- 
fiise from a demolished temple of early 
date might have been deposited here 
by way of filling up a hollow place. 

All the pieces of statues are of a very 
early time; some are quite rude inform 
and of clumsy workmanship, of no 
great interest, except as supplying ex- 
amples of early (Ireek art. There are, 
however, a few pieces of groat interest 
in themselves. One fragmont of an 
iVohaie female figure, with drapery, 
which is richly painted, is preserved 
with remarkable distinctness. The 
drapery is painted rod, green and while. 
With a drak brown border, which is 
cut into small squares and circles. 
Another well preserved female figure 
well illustrates tho (Jreek costume of 
the early periods. The hair is arranged 
in unbroken waves about the forehead, 
combed back behind the ears and falls 
in long curls about the shoulders. She 
wears three garments; over a tine 
woolen chiton, visible only at the 
breast, is thrown the Initiation, fastened 
lightly at the right shoulder and passeil 
under tho left arm; it roaches to her 
foot and over it is a short shawl-like 
mnntlo. Tho chiton is red, tho girdl 
green and the hinintion has stripes of 
green and dark red. 

An interesting historical find has re 
eentty been made in Venice, where 
near tho Venice theater, was dug up a 
metal box containing a great quantity 

of coins, many of which are believed 

to bo quite unique. They belong to the 
Latin princedoms which sprang up in 
Greooe about tho timo of the earlier 
OrUSadoS. The coins indicate in fact the 
titles of tlie Princes of Aohala and the 
Dukoa of Athens, and it is hoped that 
much light may be shed by them upon 
soino very obscure passage of history, 
but there yet remains much to be dono 
for their proper decipherment since 
many of the coins arc crushed and 
massed together so closely that it is a 
dillicult mattir to separate them.— 
I'hi.'n Iclpiwi Tim*$>
